Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-6, 8-13, and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bohn (6,273,455). 

Bohn discloses an air bag module comprising: an air bag (5, 6; see Figure 2) having at 
least one flap (la); an air bag inflator (inherently held in carrier 10) in communication with said 
air bag; and an air bag housing (10, 1 1) for storing the air bag and the inflator, said housing 
having at least one aperture (see 10c in Figure 4; see also 9 in Figure 5) to receive the flap. 

The flap has a first connection feature (hole 7) and the housing has a second connection 
feature (protrusion 8), the first connection feature secured to the second connection feature. The 
air bag housing has an interior for receiving the inflator (inherent) and an exterior having the 
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second connection feature (see Figure 5). The aperture is located between the opening from 
which the air bag deploys (through 1 1) and the bottom of the housing (see Figure 4). The second 
connection feature is spaced between the housing opening and the aperture (see Figure 4). The 
aperture comprises a slot (see 10c; Figure 4). 

The air bag has two or more flaps (la, lb, etc.) extending around an opening of the airbag 
and the housing has two or more apertures. 

4. Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ford et al. 
(6,846,005) 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 3 7 CFR 1.131. 

Ford et al. disclose an air bag module comprising: an air bag (14) having at least one flap 
(38); an air bag inflator (18) in communication with said air bag; and an air bag housing (24) for 
storing the air bag and the inflator, said housing having at least one aperture (17; see Figure 2) to 
receive the flap. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 7 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bohn in 
view of Nariyasu (6,092,833). 

Bohn is discussed above and does not show the protrusion comprising a hook. 

Nariyasu teaches an air bag (44) with flaps which are attached to a housing by hooks (68)

extending from the housing. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Bohn with the teachings of Nariyasu to construct the protrusion as a hook in 
order to better hold the airbag. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Shaklik et al. shows an air bag with flaps. Rose et al. shows an airbag attachment of 
interest.
